The giant navy dirigible, the Ma- 
con, is scheduled to pass over the city 
of Atlanta shortly after noon today 
to be welcomed with whistles and 
the cheers of thousands of school 
children, 

The Macon left Lakehurst, N. J., 
at 6:06 o’clock Thursday night on a 
flight to its permanent base at Sun- 
nyvale, Cal. ‘The ship will fly over 
Milledgeville, Ga., and Macon, for 
which city it is named, and then will 
proceed on its westward journey, 
passing over Atlanta en route. 

The Georgia bicentennial commis- 


sion, through Albert Rogers, the di-| 
| Aid to Growers. 


rector, and the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Macon, obtained the permis- 
sion of naval officials for the huge 
ship to fly over Georgia on its way 
o California. Senator Richard Rus- 
sell and Congressman Carl ’ Vinson 
were instrumental in procuring the 
permit of the navy. 

School children in the city of At- 
lanta and vicinity will be allowed 
to assemble on the schoo] grounds to 
watch the Macon as it majestically 
floats over the city in a salute to 
the state, according to school offi- 
cials. 

} News of the coming of the Macon 
will be telephoned to Atlanta and 
mill and factory whistles will blow 
to let the public know of its arrival, 
according to Mr. Rogers, who is in 
charge of the arrangements for wel- 
coming the dirigible to Atlanta on its 
first trip into the south. 

Delayed by high winds for two 
hours Thursday afternoon, the Macon 
took off shortly before dark with Com- 
mander Alger H. Dressel, 13 officers, 
55 enlisted men, and three civilians 
aboard for the journey to the west. 

Commander Dressel predicted that 
he would make the trip in approxi- 
mately 60 hours, though the ship is 
fneled for 100 hours in the ai, 
Weather conditions are reported good 


all along the route and the com- 
mander said he would make good 
speed. 

The announced route included 


Richmond, Charlotte, N. C.; Milledge- 
ville, Macon, Atlanta, Montgomery, 
‘Ala.; Vicksburg, Miss.; Shreveport, 
La.: Wort Worth, Abilene, Pecos, El

Agreement, Retroactive 
| to Sept. 25, Provides for 
Price Regulation and 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—()— 
A marketing agreement for flue- 
cured tobacco was signed ionight by 
Secretary Wallace following its ap- 
proval by a representative of the 
larger domestic tobacco companies, 

The long-negotiated agreement is 
retroactive and goes into effect imme- 
diately as of 6 a. m.,-September 25. 

Principal provisions of the agree- 
ment are: 

The tobacco companies would pay 
an average minimum price of 17 cents 
a pound for all flue-cured tobacco 
bought from September 25 to March 
ol, provided the tobacco is for use 
in this country. 

The tobacco companies would pur- 
chase at least. 250,000,000 pounds of 
this year’s crop which remained un- 
sold on September 15. They would 
agree also to pay the average mini- 
mum price for the tobacco. 

Right to View Records. 

Officials said the government re- 
tained the power to examine the rec- 
ords of tobacco companies to. ascer 
tain whether they were living up to 
the agreement. 

Another important provision called 
for an assessment among the tobacce 
companies, if necessary, to raise the 
average minimum price to 17 cents. 

The agreement was voluntary and 
officials said the licensing powers of 
the farm adjustment act would not 


be used, 
The concerns which signed the 
agreement, officials said, were the 


American Tobacco Company, Liggett 
& Myers, R. J. Reynolds, P. Loril- 
lard & Company, Philip Morris & 
Company, Larus & Bros., Continen- 
tal Tobacco Company and Brown & 
Williamson Tobacco Company. 

The farm administration said that 
the tobacco marketing agreement 
should raise the income of producers 
by 10 to 12 million dollars. 

Benefits for Co-operation. 

The agreement, the farm adjustment 
administration said. is “supplemented 
by a production adjustment program 
with the payments of benefits to farm- 
ers who sign contracts to reduce flue- 
— production in 1934 and

Bond Is Fixed at $300 
After Defendant Admits 
Assault on Superintend- 
ent of Installation. 


With contending parties in the dis- 
pute, which caused workers in the new 
postoffice building to strike, seated in 
the audience Thursday afternoon, Al- 
bert Gossett, labor leader, was bound 
over to federal court under $300 bond, 
charged with assault and battery of 
J. J. Kramer, general superintendent 
of installation of mail handling equip- 
ment in the new federal building. 

Cases of disorderly conduct against 
Gossett and Kramer, both booked by 
Pa‘rolman Fred Barrow Wednesday, 
were dismissed by Judge John L. 
(one Thursday morning in recorder’s 
court because of the federal charges 


involved. 
Gossett admitted before United 


States Commissioner BE. 8. Griffith 
that he struck Kramer three times. I 
Gossett is found guilty of the charge 
in federal court he will be subject to 
a maximum fine of $500 or six months 
in jail or both. 

The altercation took place on the 
postoffice building steps at noon Wed- 
nesday. Kramer claimed that Gossett 
struck him without provocation after 
h:, Kramer, had said, “If you don't 
hold a meeting of the labor disputers 
| in this building there will be no meet- 
ing.” 

Gossett claimed that Kramer had 
“stirred up this strike and I became 
80 at oe hate he —, his wan 
in my face Wednesday and swore a 
me struck fie tramer denied 
that he used profanity. 

“I merely insisted that the labor 
meeting be held on the job,” he said, 
“and was turning to walk away when 
Gossett struck me, broke my eye 
glasses, causing the rim of one to 
catch in the lid of my eye and then 
while I was shielding my face with 
my arms he struck me several times 
more.” 

Gossett claimed he struck Kramer 
on the shoulder and that after he cov- 
ered his face Kramer removed the 
glasses and dropped them on the side- 
walk. His story was corroborated by 
William A. Cetti, president of the 
painters’ union here, who was an eye 
witness, Otto Sand, general superin- 
tendent of the building’s construction, 
also an eye witness, corroborated 
Kramer’s statement, 

During the hearing more than 50 
union men representing the wheel- 
wrights and carpenters and the sheet 
metal and iron workers, contending 
' groups in the strike, listened intently 
ito the evidence.

Davis, of Porter county, 
tonight said he was investigating, 
among other things, the possibility 
that a bomb or some other explosive 
may have caused the wreck of the 
United Air Lines plane at Chesterton 
Tuesday night which caused the deaths 
of seven persons, but added he con- 
sidered the possibility exceedingly re- 
mote, 

The theory presented itself, accord- 
|'ing to the coroner, during an inspec- 
| tion of some wreckage of the rear or 
baggage compartment which escaped 
consumption by flames that followed 
the crackup. 

Indications were that some sort of 
explosion had occurred in the com- 
partment, he said, but there was no 
evidence of the exact nature of the

A spirited attack on rates of the 
Southern Bell Telephone Company 
was presented to the Georgia public 
service commission Thursday by rep- 
resentatives of the city of Atlanta, 
joined by spokesmen for the cities of 
Smyrna and Carrollton. 

Councilman Joe Berman, of Atlan- 
ta, told the commission, which is in- 


vestigating rates of all telephone coni- 
panies in the state, that “any concern 
with a monopoly on business could 
well afford, in times like these, to 
operate temporarily at a loss pending 
better times.” 

He said “I don’t think you should 
expect a return of 8, 7, 6 or even 5 
per cent in times like these. You 
shouldn’t expect to get more than an 
even break in times like these.” 

Surplus Fund Reduced. 

E. D. Smith, general counsel for the 
Southern Bell, asked Berman if he 
knew that the company’s decreased 
earnings had necessitated a reduction 
in its surplus fund from about $9,000,- 
000 to $6,500,000. 

“No, I didn’t know that,” Berman 
answered. 

“I suppose it would surprise you 
to know there had been several re- 
ductions in toll charges?’ asked 
Smith,

Jail Delivery Gang 
Slays Ohio Sheriff 


LIMA, Ohio, Oct. 12.—(UP)—A 
gang of desperadoes stormed into the 
county jail here tonight, shot and 
fatally wounded Sheriff Jess L. Sar- 
ber, liberated John Dillinger, alleged 
bank robber, from his jail cell, stole 
all guns and ammunition in the jail 
and raced from town in. two automo- 
biles. 

The gang, consisting of six men, 
had planned the jailbreak expertly. 
At the only time of the night when 
Sheriff Sarber usually was alone, 
three of the bandits entered, with guns 
drawn. There they met the sheriff's 
wife and Deputy Sheriff Wilbur 
Sharp, in addition to the sheriff. 
Sharp’s presence was the only detail 
in which their plans went wrong. 

The men demanded that Dillinger 
be freed. An argument ensued. The 
men became violent in their demands, 
Sheriff Sarber tried to fight them, 
Two shots were fired. One went wild 
and the other struck Sarber.

Resignations Forwarded 
to Governor, According 
toAuthoritativeSources; 
Protests Foreseen. 


Arthur Lucas, of Atlanta, and 
Henry T. McIntosh, of Albany, have 
forwarded to Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge their resignations as members 
of the state board of control, it was 
learned from authoritative sources 
Thursday night. 

Mr. Lucas, who is a member of the 
Georgia public works board, and Mr. 
McIntosh, who is regional advisor for 
the national public works adminis- 
tration, have been in Washington 
with the group of Georgia officials 
interested in winning release to Geor- 
gia of its share of the public works 
fund. 

In letters sent to them last week, 
Governor Talmadge asked that they 
resign from the board which controls 
the state’s eleemosynary institutions, 
on the ground that Georgia statutes 
make it illegal for a person to fill 
a federal office and at the same time 
serve the state in an official ca- 
pacity. 

Mr. Lucas and Mr. McIntosh re- 
ceived the letters last Saturday and 
took the matter: under advisement. 
Their action in submitting their res- 
ignations closéd ‘the incident ‘so far 
as they were concerned, but it- was 
said that several members of the board 
of eontrol intended to protest against 
their withdrawal. 

Friends of the two men said that 
each intended to resign from the Geor- 
gia board when he accepted appoint- 
ment to the public works organiza- 
tion, and that: when they decided to 
go to Washington to present the po- 
sition of Georgia with respect to the 
public works fund, they asked the 
governor to postpone action until 
their return. 

Mr. McIntosh Thursday night was 
en route back to Atlanta, but Mr. 
ucas remained in Washington. 
Governor Talmadge said at McRae 
Thursday night that he had not re- 
ceived any communication from Mce- 
Intosh or Lucas relative to their re- 
signing. He left Atlanta during the 
atternoon and had been out of touch 
with his office at the capitol. The 
governor made no comment on the 
status of the case.

Prison “for the rest of your lives” 
was the government's firm answer to- 
day to the arrogant George Kelly and 
Kathryn, his -wife, last of the Ur- 
schel kidnaping principals to be brand- 


ed guilty: 

Convicted at -the conclusion of a 
swift, three-day trial, the machine gun 
hoodlum and his modish, 30-year-old 
wife with surly mien heard Federal 
Judge Edgar S. Vaught pronounce the 
maximum sentences possible under the 
“Lindbergh law.” * 

Six of the nine persons convicted 
in the two Ursch«] conspiracy trials 
now are under life sentence and two 
ef them—Harvey Bailey and Albert 
Bates—already are behind Leaven- 
worth prison’s red brick walls. 

Mrs. Ora Shannon, mother of Kath- 
ryn, and her stepfather, R. G. Shan- 
non, are the other two sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

District Attorney Herbert K. Hyde, 
35-year-old chief prosecutor, said he 
would ask the court to join him in 
an “unqualified recommendation” 
that no clemency be shown at any 
time to any of those convicted.

Mary Frances O’Hara closed for the 
last time Wednesday, in a tent on 
the outskirts of Ocilla, Ga., and to- 
day uncles ati aunts and cousins, 
numbering almost a thousand in a 
hundred southern communities, are 
learning that the child is dead. 

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas O’Hara 
chanced to be at Ocilla when Mary 
Frances died and it was from. there 
that Brandon, Bond & Condon Com- 
any. received instructions. In keep 
ing with a tradition that is older 
than their adopted land, the body of 
the child will be kept here until next 


f | April 28, on which date the O’Haras, |

One oth- 
er city—Nashville, Tenn.—is a burial 
city, and from Atlanta the families 
will travel there for services on May 
1 for the dead which have been sent 
there. 

An Irishman established a delivery 
business on Pennsylvania avenue in 
Washington, D. C., in the late 1840's. 


He had come out of Ireland in’ that 
period of world unrest which drew 
thousands to this land from Ireland 
and Europe. When the delivery busi- 
ness was inactive, the Irishman and 
his friends—who were Irish, too— 
ranged out in the surrounding coun- 
try and applied their talent to ex- 
acting a profit from trading in horses. 
Such was the beginning of the clan. 

It took a world depression to do 
what the coming of the automobile 
failed to accomplish, their inability 
to confine themselves to the stock 
business, and pay their way. For 
the last two or three years, the Reillys 
and the Gormans, and Sherlocks and 
the Carrolls and the O’Haras have 
been dealing in rugs and linoleums 
on the side.

We, citizens of Atlanta in public meet- | 
ing assembled, express our deep interest in 
the possibilities of the world disarmament 
conference, which is to reconvene in Ge- 
neva on October 16. We note with deepest 
pleasure the earnest effort that our presi- 
dent and his advisers are making to secure 
a favorable outcome for the conference. In 
this direction we pledge to President Roose- 
velt our good wishes and all the co-opera- 
tion that citizens can «rc their representa- 
tives. We trust that There may result from 
the deliberations at Geneva a substantial 
reduction in existing armaments of all na- 
tions and especially the abolition of weapons 
of aggressive warfare. We believe that 
some better method than war can be found 


for settling international disputes and we 
desire to follow the leadership of our presi- 
dent in all that looks in this direction.

GERM DEATH. RAY 
IS VISUALIZED 
BY DR.C. H: MAYO 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—()—A death 
ray, not to destroy life, but to pro- 
long it, was visualized by Dr. Charles 
H. Mayo, of Rochester, Minn. 

“After the war,” he said, “we read 
a great deal about the death ray 
which in future conflicts would de- 
stroy armies and sink battleships. Of 
course, that is one of those things we 
shan’t believe until we see it. But we 
will soon make greater use of the 
knowledge we now have of the elec- 
trical activity of bacteria, by learn- 
ing to destroy them with opposing 
death dealing wave lengths of radium, 
X-rays or various forms’ of electric 
waves developed for thig purpose.” 


Another speaker—Dr,. George W. 
Crile, of Cleveland, said man may ex- 
pect that science ‘“‘will reveal the na- 
ture of life and with it the physical 
nature of mind and personality. 

“These expectations,” he asserted, 
“are based on the achievements of 
chemistry and physics. The biochemist 
has been made to construct many of 
the compounds of which the body is 
made, and surely the end is not yet. 
The biophysicist has already identi- 
fied the energy that organizes and 
drives things, and he has found that 
the body conforms to physical laws 
as closely as does an internal com- 
bustion engine.” 

Dr. George Crile, famous Cleveland 
scientist, told surgeons tonight that 
gland surgery promises new cures for 
many dread diseases, particularly 
those affecting “the body’s stowm cen- 
ter’—the adrenal gland. 

The nervous system of this gland, 
which lies on the kidney, Dr. Crile 
described as “occupying the driver's 
seat in the life and strife of civilized 
man.” He-blamed the adrenal as the 
imp of the body, exciting other glands, 
particularly the thyroid in the neck, 
to overactivity which either causes 
tuberculosis, diabetes, heart ailments 
and nerveus disorders, or i6 asso- 
ciated with them. 

e reported success in curing tuber- 
culosis of the lungs when associated 
with overactivity of the thyroid, by 
gland surgery on the thyroid. Oper- 
ations on 87 patients, he said, served 
in nearly 75 per cent of the cases as 
a successful treatment of the dis- 


ease. : 


Taming the thyroid also worked 
cures in diabetes when its running 
mate was an overactive thyroid, he 
said. He is working, he announced, 
on experiments in curing this disease 
by disconnecting the adrenal and thus 
slowing down the thyroid. He report- 
ed success in three cases.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 
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THE MECHANICS OF RESPIRA- 
TION. 


Drawing air into the chest. is the 
only active. part of breathing, the 
only part that requires any muscular 
effort—whether it be the ordinary 
automatic act of breathing or more or 
less forced consciops or voluntary 
breathing. Expiration, exhalation or 
breathing out is simply deflation, com- 
parable with allowing the air to es- 
cape from a rubber bag after you 
have inflated it. By a muscular ef- 
fort, principally contraction of. the 
belly muscles, one can drive out some 
additional air after the normal quiet 
expiration is completed, but this need 
not concern us here. 

Anyone who purposes to do the 
Belly Breathing Exercise in Relaxa- 
tion should do all his breathing ex- 
ercise throtgh the wide-open mouth. 
In nearly all cases this is essential, 
to promote the desired degree of gen- 
eral relaxation, 

f we seem to harp on the idea of 
RELAXATION in these instructions 
it is because we know that most of 
the evils of. bad breathing are de- 
pendent ona kind of muscle-bound 
state which unwise training in chest 
expanding breathing has _ brought 
upon the victim of faulty physical ed- 
ucation. We know, too, that it takes 
many months of earnest practice to 
break up wrong habits of breathing 


and to free the diaphragm even part- 
ily from the inhibition of bad breath- 
ing habit. 


Some Juthorities would have us 
think that there are two different 


type they call costal or chest breath- 
ing. The other they call abdominal. 
Some old-timers even imagined the 
costal type was the normal type for 
women, and the abdominal type for 
men only. Maybe the high chest type 
was all a woman could do in the days 
of iron-bound waists. But these arti- 
ficial notions are no longer enter. 
tained by physiologists, since wider 
observation has shown that women 
not hampered by freak dresses or 
other restraints breathe as men do. 
A few quaint voice culture instructors 
still cherish some peculiar concep- 


_tions of breathing. but only a few. 


Although one should start the re- 
laxation exercise with mouth wide 
open, it may well be that after sev- 


-eral months of faithful practice one 


will find it possible to do the exer- 
cise as well breathing entirely through 
the nose in the ordinary way. You 
can’t judge about this until you have 
learned by long practice -how to 
breathe naturally. Improvement in 
the circulation and consequent relief 
of congestion in the nose and throat

Con- 
gress could be called about December 10 to sit for a few days and 
then adjourn for the Christmas holidays if the presidential program 
is far enough along to warrant such action.

CHALLENGES ARE HURLED 

BY BLUE EAGLE HOLDERS 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(#)— 
Challenges to the authority of the 
NRA today were hurled at that or- 
ganization from three directions, caus- 
ing officials hurriedly to map plans 
for meeting them. 
Several coal operators of western 
Kentucky refused a summons by the 
national labor board to attend an ar- 
bitration hearing on the union issue. 
The Weirton Steel Company, Weir- 
ton, W. Va., rejected a proposal by 
the same boacd that settlement of the 
strike at its plant be left to the 
board’s conciliation. : 
Two New Rochelle, N. Y., employ- 
ers who had been ordered by Admin- 
istrator Hugl. 8S. Johnson to take down 
their Blue Eagles for reported vio- 
lation of the presidential re-employ- 
ment agreement, refused to do so. 
Officials were heartened late today 
when steel manufacturers operating 
their own coal mines in the western 
Pennsylvania mine area notified Presi- 
dent Roosevit of a qualifid acceptance 
of the “check-off” system. This meth- 
od, under which operators deduct 
union dues from miners’ pay enve- 
lopes, has been a main point of con- 
troversy in the strike situation. 
Senator Wagner, labor board chair- 
man, today quickly summoned a meet- 
ing to decide upon procedure in the 
Kentucky and West Virginia situa- 
tions. The board hag little legal power 
but its arbitration efforts are made 
under the authority of the president. 
‘Wagner said tonight the operators 
who failed to appear today at the 
hearing on charges by miners that 
they had been discharged for joining 
the union would be “required” to ap- 
pear at a later date. 
On behalf of the coal operators a 
claim was advanced that Wagner's 


"| board has no jurisdiction over their 


affairs and. that they should be han- 
died, if at all, by the chain of coal 
labor boards to be created under pro- 
visions of the bituminous coal code, 
but not yet set up. 

In the Blue Eagle case, Johnson ad- 
vised his assistants to withhold ac- 
tion until the refusal, reported by the 
press, had been presented to them 
through official channels. At present 
no policy exists ‘or enforcing removal 
of the emblem and the NRA is stick- 
ing to the intention of averting court 
proceedings whenever possible. 

The New Rochelle postmaster is 
under instructions from Johnson to 
report developments but take no ac- 
tion for withdrawal of the posters. 
Te industrial law provides fines for 
violation of its rules, but in no case 
thus far have these been imposed. 
The Kentucky coal case was held 
to involve more than a challenge to 
the labor board. The mine operators 
have refused to deal with the United 
Mine Workers of America, who claim 
large membership in the field, and an- 
nounced determination to deal only 
with the independent miners union.

‘BOOMERANG’ SEEN 
IN DEATH PENALTY 
FOR KIDNAPINGS 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 12. 
(P)—Dean Justin Miller, of Duke 
University law school, sees the pos- 
sibility of a “boomerang” in state 


laws which provide for the death pen- 
alty to kidnapers. 

Addressing the American Prison 
Association here today, Dean Miller 
said, the severity of the punishment 
might defeat its own purpose. 

“The passage of laws in many states 
providing the death penalty for kid- 
naping may prove to be a boomerang,” 
he said. “If caught in a tight place 
with the victim on his hands and un- 


able to effect ransom negotiations, the 
kidnaper, would be most likely to kill 
his victim to lessen chanceadf cap- 
ture and conviction, since, if caught, 
he would get the death penalty for 
the kidnaping alone. No further pun- 
ishment cauld be meted out if he also 
committed murder. 

“When the present hysteria about 
kidnaping dies down, it might be wise 
to remove the death penalty for that 
offense.”

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‘Khaki Shirts’ Fade to Yellow Hue; 
Leader Decamps, Comic Revolt Dies 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—())— 
Their ranks crumpled with dissension 
as they impatiently awaited orders for 
a “March to Washington.” the khaki 
shirts of America were routed today 
by police raids on three of their head- 
quarters. 

Twenty-seven men were arrested, 
two bushels of weapons were seized, 
and the last of the starch went out 
of the “shirts” when their organ- 
izer and self-styled “commander-in- 
chief,” Art J. Smith, disappeared. 

Police said he went out a window 
as his “generals.” “colonels” and lesser 
nides sought to find out why the 
scheduled advance on the capital did 
not hegin. | | 

“The whole thing was a circus.” 

said Joseph A. Le Strange, acting 
superintendent of police. “Smith kept 
setting back the time for the departure 
so he could keep his sale of uniforms 
umming.” 
Abont 1.000 men assembled late 
yesterday. but jess than 300 were on 
hand today. still awaiting the long- 
delayed trucks which were to carry 
them to Washington. 

There the khaki shirts were to “in- 
stall” President Roosevelt as “dicta- 
tor.” Commander-in-Chief Smith had 
announced, adding that 1,500,000 men 
would invade the capital from nine 
states. 

The generalissimo originally said 
he intended to be the dictator, but 
he gave up this idea. 

Now he is being sought by police 
on a warrant charging fraudulent 
conversion. and sworn out by one of 
his colonels, James Lasky, who acted 
as Smith’s bodyguard. 

Police guarded three Pennsylvania 
national guard armories all night aft- 
er hearing rumors that Smith had 
asked for volunteers to storm one of 
the buildings and obtain ammunition 
for their march to Washington. The 
raids were the result of calls from 
frightened women who reported arm- 
ed men were stalking the streets. 


“When things got to a point where 
he knew he could control them .no 
longer, Smith put on his final act,” 
Le Strange said. ‘: 

“While his army saluted, Art J. 
Smith fell in step behind his honor 
guard. He reached an open window 
and made a leap for it. 

“And that rang down the curtain on 
the racket known as the khaki shirts.” 

Similar comment came from Wil- 
liam H. Moran, chief of the secret 
service in Washington. 

“We have been observing this move- 
ment and it looks to us as though the 
whole business is a_ shirt-selling 
racket,” he said. “At least, we have 
found that Art Smith advised mem- 
bers to buy their shirts and otber 
equipment direct from his headquar- 
ters.” 

The 27 prisoners, including “Gen- 
eral” Wilbur D. Richardson, were held 
in bail ranging from $500 to $2,500 
on charges varying from disorderly 
conduct to inciting to riot and viola- 
tion of the state firearms act. 


KHAKI SHIRTS REACH, 
RETREAT FROM CAPITAL 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—A)—A 
band of 35 members of the Khaki 
Shirt organization today gave in to 
the insistence of Washington police 
and headed for home instead of camp- 
ing in the national capital.

When she served this pudding the 
first time she had used fresh blueber- 
ries and a recipe taken from a new 
and exceptionally good western coast 

But now there were no 


fresh blueberries on the market. She’ 
wondered whether she could not use| 
canned ones. She tried it with great | 
success, 

She started with one pint of cooked 
berries, one tablespoon of butter, one- 
half cup brown sugar and a few grains 
of salt. 

She drained the berries and put the 
fruit in the frying pan with the butter 
and sugar. She cooked this mixture 
for 10 minutes, adding a little of the 
juice from time to time. 

Then she made the top batter which 
went over the hot fruit which she 
poured into a baking dish. 


She creamed one-half cup sugar 


pudding’ 


with one-quarter cup butter and added 
one beaten egg. She sifted and meas- 
ured one cup of flour. To this she 
added one teaspoon baking powder, 
one-quarter teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon grated orange peel. She com- 
bined the dry ingredients alternately 
with one-quarter cup orange juice and 
the creamed butter mixture. 

When the batter was light and 
fluffy it went over the berries. The 
pudding was baked in a 350 oven for 
three-quarters of an hour. At serving 
time she dished it and topped each

FOXX IS NAMED 
MOST VALUABLE 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—(#)—Jim- 
mie Foxx, slugging king of the Amer- 
ican league, today entered that se- 
lect circle of players who twice have 
been named as “most valuable” to 
their team — the season’s cath- 
paign and stands by himself as the 
only one ever selected twice in suc- 
cession for that honor. 

In a brisk voting tussle with Man- 
ager Joe Cronin and Heinie Manush, 
of the championship Washington club, 


Foxx emerged with a clean-cut mar- | 


gin. He was named first by four 
members of the committee of eight, 
representing the Baseball Writers’ 
Association of America, and polled 74 
points out of a possible maximum of 
80. He was rated second by_three 
experts and fourth by one. Cronin 
and Manush each received two first- 
place nominations and a total of 62 
and 54 points, respectively. 

The committee, of which Dennan 
Thompson, of the Washington Star, 
acted as chairman, cast its votes on 
the basis of 10 points for first, place, 
nine for second, and so on. 

In addition to being the only play- 
er in either league to win the honor 
twice in succession, Foxx is one of 
three that have been named two 
times. Walter Johnson, as a mem- 
ber of the Senators’ hurling staff, 
captured the award in 1913 and re- 
peated in 1924, when he helped the 
Senators defeat the New York Giants 
in the World Series. Rogers Horns- 
by, now manager of the St. Louis 
Browns, won*the National league 
“most valuable” player award in 
1925 and again in 1929, 

The selection of Foxx also marks 
the fourth time in six years that a 
member of the Athletics has been 
given the honor. Mickey Cochrane 
topped the list in 1928 and Bob 
Grove in 

In naming Foxx over Cronin, who 
won the award in 1930, the writers 
rated the Philadelphian’s hitting as 
the decisive factor. With 48 homers 
he retained the home run _ crown, 
topped the American league in bat- 
ting with an unofficial average of 
356, and set the pace for both 
leagues in runs batted in, with 159. 

“He is the greatest all-around ball 
player in the game today,” Cronip 
said recently.

TECH GOES AHEAD. 


Then the cycle swung to Tech. 
Heisman and the jump shift came 
along and the Tigers spent all their 
time jumping around trying to stop 
it, During the war year of 1915, the 
Jackets tossed a few hand grenades 
into the ranks of the Plainsmen with 
a 7-0 win and for 15 years the Jack- 
ets were lord and masters of the field. 

About the best the Tigers could 
get from 1915 to 1931 was a lone 
14-7 win in 1919. That was.the year 
of the armistice and the Jackets ceas- 
ed firing for a moment. Then they 
took it right up again and there fol- 
lowed Tech victories of 3 in 1920; 
14-0 in 1921; 14-6 in ‘223 20-7 in 
26; 18-0 in '27; 51-0 in ’28; 19-6 in 
1929 and 14-12 in 1930. The two ties

It will be noted that during the 


years 1920, 1921 and 1922, the years 


of Barron, McDonough, Flowers, Har- 
lan, et al., the Jackets outscored Au- 
burn’s erack combination of Shirling 
and Shirey.
